History  of  the  Common  Council 
of  the  City  of  Indianapolis 


Indianapolis  was  established  as  a  town  in  1821.  It  was  at  this 
time  that  a  commission,  appointed  by  the  legislature,  selected  this 
location  as  a  site  for  a  seat  of  government  of  the  State  of  Indiana. 

The  town  of  Indianapolis  conducted  its  affairs  pursuant  to  the 
general  laws  of  the  state  until  1832.  In  this  year  the  town  was  incor- 
porated and  was  governed  by  a  board  of  five  trustees. 

In  1838,  pursuant  to  a  special  act  of  the  legislature,  Indianapolis 
was  re-incorporated  and  placed  in  the  hands  of  its  first  town  council 
composed  of  a  president  and  six  members. 

The  common  council  continued  in  a  large  measure  to  control  the 
affairs  of  Indianapolis  as  a  town  and  as  a  city  under  various  so-called 
charters  or  grants  of  the  legislature  until  1891. 

Under  a  special  act  of  the  legislature  of  1891  for  the  city  of 
Indianapolis,  a  somewhat  different  form  of  government  was  estab- 
lished. While  the  council  continued  to  exercise  broad  control  over 
the  city's  affairs,  various  executive  departments  of  the  city  were 
provided,  such  as  Public  Works,  Public  Safety,  Public  Parks  and  Pub- 
lic Health,  conducted  by  boards  appointed  by  the  Mayor.  These  boards 
were  granted  specific  powers  and  duties  concerning  the  city's  business 
previously  exercised  by  the  council  through  committees  subject, 
however,  in  some  cases  to  approval  of  the  council  in  all  matters  of 
expenditure  of  money  and  appropriation  of  funds  by  the  council. 

For  some  time  prior  to  1891  the  City  of  Indianapolis  was  divided 
into  25  wards  represented  by  25  ward  councilmen.  Their  term  of  office 
was  two  years  and  they  were  eligible  for  re-election.  At  this  time 
there  was  also  a  separate  body  operating  in  conjunction  with  the 
council  called  the  Board  of  Aldermen,  composed  of  ten  Aldermen, 
representing  five  Aldermanic  districts,  two  being  elected  from  each 
district. 

Under  the  1891  act  the  Board  of  Aldermen  was  abolished  and 
a  common  council  of  21  members  was  established.     Fifteen  members 
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were  elected  to  represent  15  wards  and  six  members  were  elected  to 
represent  the  city  at  large. 

This  form  of  council  continued  to  exist  in  Indianapolis  under  the 
general  cities  and  towns  act  of  1905.  The  act  of  1905,  while  often 
referred  to  as  the  Indianapolis  Charter,  is  very  largely  a  re-enactment 
of  the  1891  Indianapolis  charter,  modified  to  make  the  Indianapolis 
system  applicable  to  all  classes  of  cities  of  the  state.  The  1905  law 
increased  the  term  of  Mayor  and  councilman  to  four  years  and  pro- 
hibited re-election. 

In  1909  a  novel  councilmanic  law  for  Indianapolis  alone  was  passed 
by  the  legislature.  This  law  limits  the  number  of  councilmen  to  nine. 
The  law  provides  for  the  nomination  by  each  party  of  six  candidates, 
one  from  each  of  six  councilmanic  districts.  In  the  election  all  of  the 
voters  of  the  city  may  vote  for  any  nine  candidates  and  the  nine 
receiving  the  highest  number  of  votes  are  elected.  This  law  insures  a 
minority  representation  in  the  Council  of  at  least  three  members.  In 
1949  the  legislature  amended  the  statutes  to  permit  councilmen  to 
succeed  themselves.

Said  notice  shall  be  published  once 
each  week  for  two  (2)  consecutive  weeks  in  two  (2)  newspapers 
of  opposite  political  parties,  published  in  the  City  of  Indianapolis, 
and  said  notice  shall  also  be  posted  in  three  (3)  public  places  in  the 
City,  as  provided  by  Chapter  119  of  the  Acts  of  1937  and  Section 
64-1332  Burns   Statutes  1933. 

Section  5.  Said  bonds  shall  be  offered  for  sale  by  the  City  Con- 
troller as  soon  as  may  be  done  after  the  passage  of  this  Ordinance, 
and  after  the  expiration  of  the  time  in  which  objections,  if  any,  to 
the  issuance  of  said  bonds  may  be  filed  by  ten  (10)  or  more  tax- 
payers within  the  time  and  manner  provided  by  law.

Hundred  Dollars  ($1,600.00),  to  guarantee  the  good  faith  of  the 
bidder,  and  that  in  the  event  the  bidder  to  whom  the  bonds  are 
awarded  shall  fail  or  refuse  to  comply  with  the  provisions  of  its 
bid,  then  said  check  and  the  proceeds  thereof  shall  be  and  become 
the  property  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis  and  shall  be  taken  and 
considered  as  liquidated  damages  of  the  City  on  account  of  such  fail- 
ure, or  refusal.  Said  notice  shall  also  provide  that  the  bidders  for

BE  IT  ORDAINED  BY  THE  COMMON  COUNCIL

Section  1.  Inasmuch  as  there  now  exists  a  public  fund  of  One 
Hundred  Thousand  Dollars  ($100,000.00)  in  the  City  of  Indianapolis, 
resulting  from  the  payment  of  the  fire  loss  to  the  Tomlinson  Hall 
building  after  the  conflagration  therein,  and  because  this  building  is 
not  to  be  rebuilt  or  restored  but  is  to  be  razed,  this  fund  is  available 
for  other  City  purposes,  and  there  exists  a  real  and  actual  need  there- 
for in  certain  specific  budgeted  items  in  the  City  General  Fund  for 
1958. 

Section  2.  Inasmuch  as  the  Board  of  Public  Works  was  required 
to  expend  the  sum  of  Fourteen  Thousand  Three  Hundred  Three  Dol- 
lars and  Fifty-nine  Cents  ($14,303.59)  for  safety  and  precautionary 
measures  in  the  form  of  temporary  construction,  partial  demolition, 
and  fire  debris  removal  in  Tomlinson  Hall,  in  an  emergency,  and  owes 
the  Wilhelm  Construction  Company  said  sum  for  this  service,  this 
sum  should  be  paid. 

Section  3.  It  further  appearing  that  upon  the  razing  of  the  Tom- 
linson Hall  building,  plumbing,  electrical,  demolition,  and  barricade 
costs  will  be  incurred,  and  reconstruction  of  a  new  West  wall  and 
Market  entrance  will  be  necessary,  and  bids  for  such  work  have  been 
let  by  the  Board  of  Public  Works,  at  a  cost  of  Fifty-seven  Thousand 
Four  Hundred  Ninety-eight  Dollars  and  Fifty -nine  Cents  ($57,498.59). 

Section  4.  There  accordingly  exists  a  balance  after  the  foregoing 
needed  expenditures  in  the  approximate  amount  of  Forty-two  Thou- 
sand Five  Hundred  One  Dollars  and  Forty-one  Cents  ($42,501.41); 
that  the  City  Market,  part  of  which  heretofore  was  on  the  ground 
floor  of  Tomlinson  Hall  building,  is  in  need  of  repairs  at  an  estimated 
cost  of  this  amount,  or  a  greater  amount. 
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Section  5.  In  view  of  the  foregoing,  said  public  fund  is  hereby 
allocated  and  transferred  and  made  a  part  of  the  following  specific 
budget  items  in  the  City  General  Fund,  as  follows,  to-wit:

That  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  Indiana,  be  and  the  same 
is  hereby  extended  so  as  to  include  the  following  described  territory, 
which  is  hereby  annexed  to  and  made  a  part  of  the  territory  con- 
stituting the  City  of  Indianapolis,  Indiana,  and  described  as  fol- 
lows, viz: 
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The  north  one-half  of  the  following  described  real  estate: 

Part  of  the  east  half  of  the  north  east  quarter  of  Section  19, 
Township  16  north,  Range  3  east,  more  particularly  described 
as  follows,  to-wit: 

Beginning  at  the  southeast  corner  of  the  northeast  quarter  of 
said  Section  19  and  extending  west  along  the  south  line  thereof 
675.60  feet;  thence  north  parallel  to  the  east  line  of  said  quarter 
section  2663.10  feet  to  the  north  line  thereof;  thence  east  along 
said  north  line  675.60  feet  to  the  northeast  corner  of  said  quar- 
ter section;  thence  south  along  the  east  line  thereof  2660.70  feet 
to  the  place  of  begininng,  containing  41.28  acres. 

Also,  the  north  half  of  the  right-of-way  of  38th  Street,  bounded 
by  the  north  line  of  Section  19,  the  east  right-of-way  line  of 
Georgetown  Road,  the  north  right-of-way  line  of  38th  Street,  and 
the  east  line  of  Section  18. 

Subject,  however,  to  any  legal  highways  or  rights  of  way. 

Section  2.  This  ordinance  shall  be  in  full  force  and  effect  from 
and  after  its  passage,  approval  by  the  Mayor  and  publication  accord- 
ing to  law.

Section  5.  The  salaries  and  compensations  of  the  various  officers 
and  employees  of  the  city,  or  prescribed  for  certain  positions  and 
duties,  for  the  ensuing  year  as  recommended  and  fixed  by  the  mayor 
and  as  now  approved  by  the  Common  Council,  are  hereby  adopted  and 
fixed  at  the  respective  amounts  herein  specified  and  appropriated 
therefor  under  the  several  departments  and  schedules  therein  set 
forth:  Provided,  however,  that  no  person,  official  or  employee  whose 
salary  or  compensation  is  hereby  fixed  under  any  item,  or  by  any 
ordinance  hereafter  adopted,  shall  have  any  vested  right  to  receive 
such  amount,  or  any  minimum  amount,  except  as  may  be  accrued,  or 
otherwise  provided  by  a  statute.  Control  as  to  any  decease  shall  be 
vested  in  the  body  or  executive  having  direction  over  the  one  affected, 
as  provided  by  law. 

Section  6.  (a)  Any  executive  department,  in  its  discretion,  may  at 
any  time  transfer  any  employee  from  one  position  to  another  in  such 
department,  or  may  change  and  reassign  all  or  any  of  such  employee's 
duties  therein,  or  may  authorize  the  temporary  use  of  any  such  em- 
ployee's service  by  other  executive  departments,  all  whenever  it  deems 
such  action  necessary  or  advisable,  for  any  reason.

The  salaries  and  compensations  of  the  various  officers 
and  employees  of  the  city,  or  prescribed  for  certain  positions  and 
duties,  for  the  ensuing  year  as  recommended  and  fixed  by  the  mayor 
and  as  now  approved  by  the  Common  Council,  are  hereby  adopted  and 
fixed  at  the  respective  amounts  herein  specified  and  appropriated 
therefor  under  the  several  departments  and  schedules  therein  set 
forth:  Provided,  however,  that  no  person,  official  or  employee  whose 
salary  or  compensation  is  hereby  fixed  under  any  item,  or  by  any 
ordinance  hereafter  adopted,  shall  have  any  vested  right  to  receive 
such  amount,  or  any  minimum  amount,  except  as  may  be  accrued,  or 
otherwise  provided  by  a  statute.  Control  as  to  any  decease  shall  be 
vested  in  the  body  or  executive  having  direction  over  the  one  affected, 
as  provided  by  law. 

Section  6.  (a)  Any  executive  department,  in  its  discretion,  may  at 
any  time  transfer  any  employee  from  one  position  to  another  in  such 
department,  or  may  change  and  reassign  all  or  any  of  such  employee's 
duties  therein,  or  may  authorize  the  temporary  use  of  any  such  em- 
ployee's service  by  other  executive  departments,  all  whenever  it  deems 
such  action  necessary  or  advisable,  for  any  reason.

As  you  know,  in  the  election  of  last  November  4,  1958,  the  people 
of  Marion  County  elected  me  to  be  Prosecutor  of  Marion  County  and 
I  must  assume  and  take  over  the  duties  of  that  office  January  1,  1959. 
For  that  reason  I  must  end  my  services  as  Mayor  of  Indianapolis 
and  must  submit  my  resignation  to  take  over  my  new  duties.  I  do, 
therefore,  accordingly  resign  as  Mayor  effective  as  of  the  close  of 
business  December  31,  1958,  having  completed  a  full  three  years 
period  in  the  office  of  Mayor. 

By  operation  of  law  the  City  Controller,  Mr.  Charles  H.  Boswell, 
succeeds  me  as  Mayor.     I  am  confident  that  he  will  acquit  himself 
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well  as  my  successor  for  the  remaining-  year  of  this  administration 
and  I  ask  you  to  give  him  the  same  fine  cooperation  and  public  spirit 
which  has  marked  your  conduct  as  Councilmen  and  as  City  Clerk 
of  Indianapolis. 

Be  assured  that  the  Council,  the  City  Clerk,  and  the  City  govern- 
ment of  Indianapolis  has  my  continued  best  wishes  and  I  stand  willing 
to  assist  or  to  consult  with  any  of  the  City  officials  pertaining  to  any 
matters  of  City  government  at  any  time  in  the  future.
